We try to keep our home and yard 
clean and in good repair. We pay a 
municipal tax on our insurance bills 
for our vehicles and our home, I am 
told, because we live within the city 
limits. 

We pay a tax on our motor vehicle 
registration renewal every year that is 
listed as C-Crittenden. The total of 
these taxes is $492.88 per year. In 
addition, we pay county property tax 
and city of Crittenden tax. 

If every property owner within the 
city limits of Crittenden is paying 
almost $500 in addition to their prop¬ 
erty tax, why does the fire department 
need an additional tax? How is this 
money being spent? 


I have attended city council meet¬ 
ings in the past and asked what these 
taxes are used for and the answer was, 
“The money is collected by the county 
and returned to the city for fire protec¬ 
tion.” 

I live on Russell Drive and we have 
no sidewalks and no street lights. The 
only time I had to ask for assistance 
from the police, I made the call at 8 
a.m. and an officer came to my home 
at 4:10 p.m. Obviously, the extra taxes 
are not being used for municipal proj¬ 
ects or to fund police protection. 

I am very proud and thankful for 
the people who give of themselves to 
help with fires and the many other 
unseen ways that they help the com¬ 
munity. Perhaps money that is already 
allocated to the fire department is not 
being used for that purpose. I appreci¬ 
ate the opportunity to express my 
opinion.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Azaleas 
in the sun 

D id you know that azaleas and 
rhododendrons are essentially the same 
thing? They are both members of the 
rhododendron genus; they have similar blooms 
and similar cultural requirements. Some say the 
primary difference between the two is the number 
of pollen-bearing stamens: rhod shave 10 or more 
per flower and azaleas have only five. The 
rhododendron genus is divided into five main 
groups: large-leaf rhods; small-leaf rhods; Vireya 
rhods; deciduous azaleas; and evergreen azaleas. 
The latter two are our primary concern here. 
While most azaleas like protection from winter 
winds and the afternoon summer sun, several 
thrive out in the open, in full-sun and a western 
exposure. Not the dainty bush you thought you 
knew. 

For areas with full-sun you can plant the 
deciduous native azalea, rhododendron 
calendulaceum, also known as the flame azalea 
because of the orange blossoms. There is a yellow 
variant but it is a little more difficult to find. 
Several Exbury azalea hybrids thrive in full-sun as 
well including “Gibraltar” and “Klondyke”. Both 
are deciduous, reaching about five feet in spread 
and height. “Gibraltar” has crimson-orange buds 
that open to orange flowers and “Klondyke” has 
red buds that open to orange-gold blossoms.

TURNING BACK THE CLOCK 


Sunny Side Up 

Evergreen azaleas are often used as foundation 
plants around homes. When evergreen types are 
planted in full-sun they maintain better fall and 
winter foliage color therefore they are desirable 
for front landscapes. Some evergreen azaleas that 
tolerate or prefer full-sun include the pink 
flowering “Coral Bells” which reaches about five 
feet in spread and height; and the semi-dwarf, 
pink-tinge, yellow fiowering“Mary Fleming” that 
only reaches about 30 inches in height. If you have 
an eastern exposure most azaleas will perform 
well in your front landscapes, just watch the soil 
pH because concrete foundations leech lime which 
will lower the acidity of the soil. Azaleas are acid- 
loving plants that prefer a 
soil pH between five and 
six. Rich, well-drained soil 
is ideal, of course, with 
adequate moisture. Azaleas 
are shallow rooted so avoid 
cultivating around the plant 
and keep the soil moist. A 
one to two inch layer of 
pine straw mulch will help 
keep weeds down and 
moderate the soil moisture 
and temperature, as the pine 
straw decomposes it will 
add to the acidity of the soil 
to a small degree. 

The attractive, natural 
shape of azaleas means that 
little pruning is needed. If 
you need to prune to contain the size or to thin the 
shrub do so right after the shrub finishes blooming 
in late spring. Next year’s blooms will develop 
throughout the summer. Dead-heading is another 
good practice to help maintain azaleas. Remove 
spent blossoms so that the plant’s energy is not 
expended producing seeds. You can also pinch out 
the tips of new growth to encourage bushier 
growth. Feed your azaleas right after they finish 
blooming with a fertilizer formulated for acid- 
loving plants.

Pesky Pests 


If you choose the right azalea for your 
environment and provide proper care it should be 
long-lived. Typically, azaleas are reliable bloomers 
but if you see signs of decline check on a couple 
of things in order to make an accurate diagnosis. 
Understand that the pH of the spill needs to be 
between five and six for optimum health; yellowing 
of foliage and scant blooms is an indication 
otherwise. Powdery mildew is common on azaleas 
grown in heavy shade. Keep an eye out during 
periods of rain and treat with a botanical fungicide 
such as Neem, before the mildew spreads. Azalea 
lace bugs can also stress the plants out. These 
small pests feed on the underside of the leaves 
leaving a speckled effect behind; leaf-miners leave 
little tradings on the foliage; and spidermites 
cause the yellowing of leaves as they suck the 
plant juices. These insect pests reduce the vigor of 
the plant and mar the appearance of the foliage. 
Neemoil will also work on these pests as will any 
light sunnner horticultural oil.

National Title 

A S I sit in my French Quarter hotel waiting 
to head over to the Superdome for the 
National Championship game between 
Kentucky and Kansas, a huge thunderstorm is 
engulfing New Orleans. The driving rain that is 
covering the city is reminiscent of the emotions that 
will be flowing in the Bluegrass Monday night. 
The question is will it be the disappointment of 
what might have been or the unbelievable celebra¬ 
tion that has been 14 years in the making. 

Tonight’s championship game is a rematch from 
this season’s Champion’s Classic in New York City 
which Kentucky won by double digits after being 
tied at the half. As both coaches have claimed 
throughout the entire NCAA tournament, both 
teams have improved and are not the same as they 
were when they met back in November. 

So throw out the previous meeting and look at 
how both teams have played en route to tonight’s 
title game. The Cats dominated two of their first 
three opponents, while not playing their best game 
against Louisville in the semifinals. Kansas has 
struggled at times during the tournament needing 
dominating second half performances to reach the 
title game. 

Kansas seemed intent to run with the Cats from 
the opening tip, falling behind early. Kentucky 
played stifling defense in the first half holding the 
Jayhawks under 40 percent while shooting over 50 
percent themselves in building an 18 point lead. 
KU would score the last four points of the half to 

cut the halftime def¬ 
icit to 41-27, a 
familiar position 
this postseason. 

The second half 
got off to an auspi¬ 
cious start with 
Kansas quickly cut¬ 
ting into the lead. 
Kentucky stmggled 
to get anything 
going offensively in 
the second half, 
seemingly trying to 
run out the clock. 
Some costly turn¬ 
overs led to easy 
baskets for the Jayhawks who cut the lead to five 
with only a minute and a half left in the game. An 
unbelievable blocked shot by Michael Kidd- 
Gilchrist to save a lay up and a traveling call caused 
by the long wingspan of Anthony Davis kept the 
Cats in front. Kentucky wins their 8th National 
Championship in their storied history 67-59. 

The Cats were led in scoring by Doron Lamb’s 
22 points including two huge back to back threes 
midway through the second half with Kansas mak¬ 
ing a run to get back into the game. Marquis 
Teague and Kidd-Gilchrist were the only other 
Wildcats in double figures on the night, with 
Anthony Davis bringing home the Most Outstanding 
Player based on a dominating defensive and 
rebounding performance. 

Kentucky completes an absolutely amazing 
season with what has to be one of the most talented 
teams in college basketball history. But even more 
impressive is the sense of family and camaraderie 
that this group showed throughout the season. 
They tmly enjoyed playing together as a team and 
have represented the Big Blue Nation better than 
anyone could ever have imagined. 

There is a party still going on here on Bourbon 
Street tonight and in Lexington as everyone cele¬ 
brates the National Title that had eluded Kentucky 
since 1998. It has been an unbehevably long wait, 
but it was worth every second.

If passed, each magistrate would 
choose a member within their district to 
be part of a newly created ambulance 
taxing district board. 

The board would have the responsi¬ 
bility to set the rate for the taxing dis¬ 
trict, but the ordinance states that the 
initial rate would be set at 1.5 cents per 
$100 assessed property or about $15 for 
a home valued at $100,000. 

Magistrate Richard Austin also voted 
to take the ordinance off the table for a 
vote. 

“Really, we wanted to get it back on 
the table so we could talk about it,” he 
said. “That’s what my vote was. We may 
vote it up or we may vote it down, but 
I’m not real sure on that now. I’m still 
not sure about it and I still have some 
concerns about it. I think we still need 
some discussion.” 

The ambulance tax is intended to 
provide a dedicated source for the ambu¬ 
lance service that will generate sufficient 
funding to provide one additional ambu¬ 
lance for the county, said Grant County 
Judge-Executive Darrell Link. 

“When you evaluate the response 
times from the 911 center, the data sug¬ 
gests that one additional ambulance will 
be sufficient at this time,” he said. 

The fiscal court has proposed decreas¬ 
ing the general fund tax by 1.5 cents to 
ensure that property owners will not be 
paying any additional taxes. Link said. 

Magistrate Brian Linder voted against 
bringing the ambulance tax up for a 
vote. 

“I just don’t think we’ve done enough 
research to know exactly what is needed 
for the county,” he said. “There are sev¬ 
eral different schools of thought out 
there. The fire chiefs have one avenue 
that they would like to go and Darrell 
(judge-executive) has another avenue he 
would like to go. They are totally differ¬ 
ent. I don’t know which one is the best. 
It may be that neither one are the best. It 
could be a hybrid between the two.” 

The Grant County Lire Chiefs’ 
Association, who beheve the ambulance 
tax proposed by the fiscal court will not 
provide sufficient funding, has proposed 
an emergency services tax to help gener¬ 
ate revenue for both fire and ambulance 
services. 

After initially proposing a tax rate of 
11 cents per $100 assessed value, the 
association has discussed dropping the 
rate to 6.5 to 7.5 cents, which would cost 
taxpayers $65 to $75 on a $100,000 
home. 

In order to address adequate funding 
for the fire departments, which Link has 
said should be kept a separate issue. 
Link also has introduced fire dues that 
would be put on the tax bills of Grant 
County residents to provide more fund¬ 
ing for the five fire departments in the 
county. 

The cost of the dues would be $25 for 
the first year with the fire chiefs setting 
the amount for their district after that, 
said Linder. 

Residents then would have the option 
to opt out of paying the dues for a par¬ 
ticular year or opt out permanently. 

Lire dues have worked successfully 
in other counties in Kentucky, said Link, 
citing a 500 percent increase in funding

for Jonesville Lire Department when the 
Owen County Liscal Court employed 
the strategy. 

“Lurthermore, the fire dues is a flat 
rate, and therefore every property owner 
would be billed the same amount,” Link 
said. “Linally, one of the key strengths 
of putting the fire dues on the tax bill is 
allowing a property owner to opt out, 
and this is very important as some 
households may find it necessary to do 
so in these difficult economic times.” 

The fiscal court currently provides 
$25,000 annually to each of the five fire 
departments — Dry Ridge, 
Williamstown, Crittenden, Corinth and 
Jonesville. 

If fire dues are passed by the court. 
Link said that money will no longer be 
made available to the departments. 

“However, I am certain that the fiscal 
court and the cities would re-assess the 
need to provide additional funding 
should any fire department not collect 
greater funding by employing my com¬ 
mon-sense solution. Linally, I am not of 
the opinion that the fire departments 
funding would decrease should we put 
the fire dues on the tax bill.” 

The ambulance tax and fire dues 
proposed ordinances could be innnedi- 
ately rescinded, said Link, if the fire 
chiefs’ association’s proposed emergen¬ 
cy services tax is put on the ballot and 
approved by Grant County voters. 

In the meantime, his solutions would 
provide a dedicated source of revenue. 
Link said. 

“Just because these issues are brought 
to the table, doesn’t mean that their ideas 
are shot dead in the water,” Young said. 

Young said residents are already 
taxed enough, but something has to be 
done to solve the funding issue. 

“If we want services throughout 
Grant County, we’re going to have to 
bite the bullet to move forward,” he 
said. 

The ambulance tax may not be a 
perfect solution, but it’s a start, Austin 
said. 

“I don’t think the proposal on the 
ambulance side is enough to take care of 
all the needs, but it certainly addresses 
some of them,” Austin said. “We felt 
like it might be a starting point to get 
some revenue on the table. After that, 
maybe take a look at it after it’s filtered 
out in maybe a year or two. I don’t think, 
maybe in our situation, there is ever 
enough money for those people overall 
for the size of our county and the budget 
we got. But, everybody can’t have what 
Boone County’s got or Lexington’s got. 
There’s not enough money there.” 

If the fiscal court and fire depart¬ 
ments can’t sit down and compromise, 
Linder said maybe the voters should 
decide. 

“The fiscal court has put out there 
a fire subscription fee and an ambu¬ 
lance taxing district,” Linder said. 
“The fire chiefs have come back with 
a fire and EMS taxing district. What 
I’m feeling though is that the two 
sides are pretty well dug in and nei¬ 
ther side is really willing to come to 
the table and come to some sort of 
compromise. If that’s where we’re at, 
then I think we have to go to the 
people and let them decide. They’ll 
tell us what they want.” 


COURT UNSURE VOTERS WOULO 
PASS EMERGENCY SERVICES TAX

funding adequate? 

Is $25,000 adequate funding provided by the Grant County Fiscal Court 
each year to the five fire departments? 

Depends on who you ask. 

The fire chiefs say the money only helps pay for fuel in a time that expen¬ 
ditures are rising and revenue is not increasing. 

Flowever, the county gives more money to its fire departments than most 
in the state, according Judge-Executive Darrell Link. 

“The Grant County Fiscal Court has made it a priority over many years to 
provide funding out of the general fund for the fire departments,” he said. 
“And, if you were to research the amounts funded out of general fund budgets 
in the other 119 counties, you would find that Grant County is a leader in this 
area.” 

The magistrates believe more funding always is better, but not always 
possible with a tight budget. 

“I think it’s the best we can do right now under the conditions,” Magistrate 
Richard Austin said. “I certainly appreciate everything the volunteer fire 
departments do. If it wasn’t for them, I don’t know what we would do.” 

Magistrate Bobby Young agrees. 

“Whatever you give for fire and ambulance, it’s never enough because we 
need more services,” he said. “But, as of right now, I think that’s all the taxpay¬ 
ers are willing to put in the budget to provide for them. I think that’s a generous 
amount for the county.” 

Depending on the department, the money provided by the court means 
more. Magistrate Brian Linder said. 

“For some departments, it is adequate and some it’s not, depending on the 
size of their budget,” he said. “You look at someone like Jonesville, and 
$25,000 is close to 40 percent of their budget. In the City of Dry Ridge, 
$25,000 is under 10 percent of their budget. It effects people differently.” 

The possible inadequacy of the funding is not the real issue, according to 
Link. 

“The real question is, do the fire departments have adequate funding 
resources, and the answer is no,” he said. 

That is why Link has proposed a $25 fire dues to be put on November tax 
bills. 

The fiscal court will discuss the issue during its April 16 meeting. 


Judge-Executive Darrell Link 
admits that the emergency services 
tax proposed by the Grant County 
Lire Chiefs’ Association would 
provide much-needed funding for 
fire and ambulance services. 

But, he doesn’t think voters 
would approve paying for a new 
tax during tough economic times. 

“It will give them an immedi¬ 
ate infusion of revenue that will 
allow them to quickly catch up, 
and will also provide them with a 
better revenue source going for¬ 
ward,” Link said. “However, I just 
don’t think that voters are in the 
mood to pay more in taxes right 
now. My point all along is that 
when and if the chiefs proposal is 
put on the ballot - it will fail, and 
then the fire departments wiU be 
another year behind in addressing 
their current needs.” 

That is why Link has urged the 
fiscal court to pass his proposed 
ambulance tax ordinance with an 
initial rate of 1.5 cents per $100 
assessed value or $15 on a 
$100,000 home. 

In comparison, the emergency 
services tax, if set at 6.5 to 7.5 
cents per $100 assessed value, 
would cost taxpayers $65 to $75 
on a $100,000 home. 

Magistrate Bobby Young 
believes the 6.5 to 7.5 cents is too 
high for residents to support. 

Everybody understands that 
we need something,” Young said. 
“Nobody wants to pay for it. (The 
fire chiefs) have a great proposal, 
but I think the dollar amount is just 
too high. That’s all you hear.” 

Under the proposal, a seven- 
person emergency services taxing 
district board would be created. 

Three members would be 
appointed by the fiscal court, two 
would be voted in by the pubtic as 
landowners within the taxing dis¬ 
trict and two firefighters in good 
standing would be selected from 
the fire departments. 

With the ambulance taxing dis¬ 
trict, the three magistrates would 
each appoint a member to the 
board. 

‘When you form a taxing dis¬ 
trict or a board or commission, 
you’re pushing off the responsibil¬ 
ity to levy taxes to the board or 
commission that are not elected by 
the people,” Magistrate Brian 
Linder said. “I beheve that, as the 
fiscal court, it is our responsibility 
to levy taxes and increase them or 
decrease them. Now, everybody in 
the whole state does it that way 
and that’s how it’s legaUy set up, 
but I think that it needs to be 
changed at the state level.” 

Leedback has been not favor¬ 
able toward an emergency services 
tax, according to the magistrates. 

““It’s been overwhelmiug not 
to not put a tax on,” Linder said. 


“One suggestion was that there 
should be two different rates, one 
that the City of Dry Ridge charges 
for (ambulance) mns inside the 
city and a higher rate for mns they 
have to make outside the city lim¬ 
its. Most people are saying that 
now is not the time to raise taxes. 
I’ve only had one person teU me 
that we need to put this on and go 
forward with the taxing district.” 

Through an ordinance, the fis¬ 
cal court could approve the taxing 
district itself, a solution the magis¬ 
trates do not seem inclined to do. 

The fiscal court could also 
allow the fire chiefs’ association to 
craft a petition for 100 registered 
voters within the taxing district 
who have voted within the past 
four general election to sign. 

With the approved petition, the 
taxing district would be placed on 
the November ballot for the voters 
to decide its fate. 

Otherwise, the association 
would be required to get the peti¬ 
tion signed by 25 percent of the 
number of registered voters in the 
taxing district who voted in the last 
four general elections. 

The fiscal court members said 
they would not have an issue if the 
fire chiefs’ proposal was put to a 
vote. 

“That way we can find out 
what people want,” Linder said. 


“If they put it at 7.5 cents, then we 
know that is the market value for 
fire and EMS services that Grant 
Countians are willing to pay. If 
they vote it down, then we know 
they aren’t willing to pay.” 

If residents are going to be 
asked to pay for a new tax. 
Magistrate Richard Austin said 
they should be able to vote on it. 

“The way things are, I don’t 
think people are looking for some 
other taxes even if it is for some¬ 
thing that’s important,” Austin 
said. “I don’t think you can get it 
passed, and you’re not going to 
find out if you can get it passed 
until November to put it on the tax 
bill. It’s going to take a lot of 
money to do what they want to do 
and I don’t know if the people are 
ready to step up to the plate for that 
or not.” 

While he does not have a prob¬ 
lem with allowing a vote of the 
people on the issue. Link reiterated 
his opinion that the outcome 
would not be in the fire chiefs’ 
favor. 

“Kentucky voters are not 
accustomed to voting on referen- 
dums as Ohio voters, and I believe 
that residents in our county expect 
their elected leaders to act and vote 
responsibly on these issues and 
not delegate it to an appointed 
board or commission,” he said.

Inrating the standards at Williamstown, 
the QAR team found the district to be 
“highly functional,” the highest rating, in 
governance and leadership and stake¬ 
holder connnunications and relation¬ 
ships. 

For the remaining five standards, the 
district was rated as “operational,” the 
second highest of the four ratings. 

“Highly functional is exceptional, 
amazing,” said Fenton Hughes, QAR 
lead evaluator. “Operational means 
you’re dam good.” 

The review team’s finding included 
four connnendations for the district, 
including: 

• The district has developed and nur¬ 
tured valuable community partnerships 
and invites community member, parent 
and volunteer involvement in schools. 

• The district demonstrates a caring, 
welcoming learning environment that 
puts students first. 

• District leadership is implementing a 
research-based improvement agenda 
designed to meet students needs and 
changing educational mandates for the 
21st century. 

• District leadership demonstrates a 
commitment to providing meaningful 
decision-making opportunities for all 
staff members. 

The review also lists two required 
actions or areas the district need to 
improve on, including: 

• Condense various goal documents 
into a clear set of district goals with data- 
driven, measurable targets. 

• Develop a systematic process to 
gather, organize and analyze all sources 
of student performance and system effec¬ 
tiveness data. 

“Upon hearing the results of our 
AdvancEd Quality Assurance Review, I 
felt very proud of the fact that the review 
team was able to confirm and vahdate the 
many wonderful things our staff and 
community stakeholders do for students 
daily,” Skinner said. “Part of the accredi¬ 
tation process involves submitting a self- 
assessment, which was completed by a 
wide variety of stakeholders. I was hon¬ 
ored to learn that the QAR team actually 
scored us higher than we scored our¬ 
selves. I beheve this is a testament to our 
goal of continuously improving student 


educational opportunities and experienc¬ 
es as a part of the district’s quest for col¬ 
lege and career readiness for all stu¬ 
dents.” 

As part of the process, 94 stakeholders 
also were interviewed by the QAR team, 
including all five board members, 10 
administrators, 21 teachers, 10 support 
staff, 25 parents and community and 
business partners and 23 students. 

“We have a really big piece on us with 
accountability in education these days,” 
said Fenton Hughes. “It’s not a lot of 
districts that want to take on another one 
and do it voluntarily. Only districts who 
really want to take a close look at their 
work to continue to improve and do the 
best they can for their kids bring that on 
themselves.” 

The QAR team praised Willi amstown 
for their work and dedication. 

“I come from a good system, but I can 


honestly tell you that I’m going home 
with a lot on my plate, too,” said Chevalier, 
from nearby Walton-Verona. “It was a 
great place to be.” 

“Sometimes you do things that are so 
good for so long, that’s why it’s good to 
have some folks to come in and look at 
you every once and awhile,” said Storer. 
“It was a great visit.” 

A more detailed written report will be 
submitted within 30 business days outhn- 
ing how the district did in each standard. 

Williamstown High School, along 
with Grant County High School, already 
had achieved accreditation. 

However, Willi amstown Independent 
now joins a small number of accredited 
districts in Kentucky. 

“It’s a feather in your cap, so to speak, 
if you go through this and come out with 
a really good score,” Skinner said. “Plus, 
it moves you into a unique category.”
